fourth of an inch in diameter, It 
is reputed to be the smallest en- 
graving in the world and was done 
by Ito Osaka in Tokio, Japan, in 
1912. This almost infinitesimally 
small engraving could only be 
read when placed under a high- 
powered microscope. 


During the reign of Queen Eliz- 
abeth, a court bailiff named Peter 
Bales wrote’ the entire Bible so 
small and on such thin paper that 
he enclosed it in an ordinary Eng- 
lish walnut shell. Without re- 
sorting to a figure of speech, this 
was really the Gospel in a nut- 
shell. 


The small strip of land lying at 
the Eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea which is commonly 
called Palestine, has also been 
called “‘the world in a nutshell.” 

These illustrations tell of plac- 
ing much in a small compass 
(multum in parvo) and in very 
limited confines. 

The Holy Spirit has followed 
that principle in many places in 
the Holy Scriptures. “For God

Pleading For A Verdict

“For we must all appear before the judgment seat of Christ; that every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad. Knowing therefore the 
terror of the Lord, we persuade men; but we are made manifest unto God; and I trust’also are made 
manifest in your consciences, For we commend not ourselves again unto you, but give you occasion to 
glory on our behalf, that ye may have somewhat to answer them which glory in appearance, and not in 
heart. For whether we be beside ourselves, it is to God: or whether we be sober, it is for your cause. For 


‘the love of Christ constraineth us; because we thus judge, that if one died for all, then were all dead: And 


that he died for all, that they which live should not henceforth live unto themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again., Wherefore henceforth know we no man after the flesh: yea, though we 


have known Christ after the flesh, yet now henceforth know we him no more. 
in Christ, he is a new creature: old things are passed away; behold. all things are become new. 


Therefore if any man be 
And all 


things are of God, who hath reconciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, and hath given to us the ministry 
of reconciliation; To wit, that God was in Christ, reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their 


trespasses unto them; and hath committed unto us the word of reconciliation. 


Now then we are ambassa- 


dors for Christ, as though God did beseech you by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 
God. For he hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be made the rightgousness 


of God in him.”—II Cor. 5:10-21. 


My text is this entire passage 
but especially the first part of 
the eleventh verse: “Knowing 
therefore the terror of the Lord, 
we persuade men.” 


Originally Paul the apostle 
spoke every one of these words 
that I have read to you tonight 
as an apology, using the word 
apology to mean _ explanation. 
You know, he was accused of be- 
ing a fanatic, and consequently 
time and time again he had to 
defend himself. There was a time 
when he was accused even of be- 
ing mad. It is identically the same 
way inthis day and time. It is 
that way in our religious church 
circles. You know that if a man 
shouts himself hoarse at a foot- 
ball game, nobody will say a 
word. You know that if a man 
goes ‘nto hysterics over an elec- 
tion, nobody will say boo. But let 
someone say, “Amen,” a little too 
loudly at church and everybody 
will turn around to see who it is. 

I do not know how you feel 
about it, but I am a bad loser; I 
am a poor sport. I hate to lose. 
I want my wife to win, I want 
my family to win, I want my 
home to win, I want my school 
to win, I want my city to 
win, I want my politics to win, 
I want everything I touch to win.

“Then he said, I pray thee therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my father’s house: for I have five 
brethren; that he may testify unto them, lest they also come 
into this place of torment.”—Luke 16: 27, 28.

One of the most moving pas- 
sages in the Bible is Luke 16:19-31, 
where Jesus tells us of the rich 
man who died, and was buried, 
“and in Hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments.” If we believe 
the Bible, we must take this 
account at face value. Jesus did 
not call it a parable. He gives the 
name of Lazarus, who lay at the 
rich man’s gate full of sores. 
Lazarus was a real person and 
the story is not fiction. The rich 
man was a real person. Doubtless, 
Jesus would have given his name 
too, but for the loved ones or 


friends of the rich man who would 


be grieved or embarrassed. This 
account is a true story of what 
happened to two men, one who 
went to Heaven and the other who 
went to Hell. 

Many say they do not like 
deathbed stories, but such men 
will have one of their own some 
of these days. It is foolish not 
to face the fact of death, and the 
eternal certainties that are beyond 
death for the saved and the lost. 
Preachers shoulg preach like Jesus 
about a Paradise where the saved 
are comforted and _ consciously 
happy, and abeut a Hell where the 


unrepentant are “tormented in 
this flame,” as the rich man said 
that he was. < 

Those who would be Christians 
must believe, as Christ did, in a 
literal Hell of eternal,. conscious 
torment for those who do not re- 
pent of their sins and seek salva- 
tion. No argument against a 
literal and eternal Hell of torment 
can-weigh against the plain state- 
ment of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Those who do not believe what 
Christ said should certainly not 
call themselves Christians, nor 
pretend to believe the Bible. And 
those who would win souls must 
carry in the background of their 
minds this fundamental fact that 
men without Christ are lost, Hell- 
deserving and Hell-bound, and 
will lift up their eyes in Hell, 
tormented in flame, if they are not 
led to repent, to turn and trust 
Christ before they, Hike the rich 
man, die unsaved. 


What Bo People Think About 
in Heaven? 

We are all mightily interested 
in the ynseen world. Our interest 
in those we love does not cease 
when they die. We know from 


the Bible that the soul does not 
cease to exist at death. There is 
life beyond death. Even savages 
instinctively know that this is 
true and only the hardened, per- 
verted, embittered and wicked 
cynic denies the eternal existence 
of the soul.

get you right with Himself! 
Seriously, my friends, 1 know 
one thing—I plumb know it: in 
my religion I am tied up to some- 
thing that is just as sure to win 


as there is a God in Heaven. 
Everything else about me and 
about my life might be a rank 


failure; but, thank God, in my sal- 
vation I shall reign and rejoice 
with the Lord Jesus Christ for- 
ever, in His own good time. And 
as a Jew, knowing values, I rec- 
ommend to you without any hesi- 
tation, .first, the salvation and 
then the service of the Son of God, 
because every other master in 
this world may fail you, but not 
Jesus. Every other business in 
which you engage may go by the 
board, but not Jesus. Paul the 
apostle knew that,. so he threw 
himself, heart, soul, body, mind, 
life in one tremendous gambling 
venture for the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Yet it is wrong for me to say, 
“gambling.” You gamble at ev- 
erything else: you gamble when 
you buy a car, you gamble when 
you buy a home, you gamble when 
you buy a suit of clothes, you 
gamble when you send your chil- 
dren to a school for an education. 
Bet when you trust yourself to 
Jesus, you are not gambling. You 
are betting on a sure thing. 
There is no chance for any loss 
here, and there is no chance of 
any loss hereafter. 


Paul comes to us tonight and 
opens his heart when he says, 
“Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men.” 
Pirst of all, im this statement 
there are three outstanding 
thoughts: first, there is the ter- 
ror of the Lord; second, unques- 
tionably there is the testimony of 
the Scriptures, that is, the way 
ef escape from the terror of the 
Lord; and then, last of all, there 
is the theme of the saints. Our 
going out and persuading men is 
to be the theme of our everyday 
living. The very being that we 
enjoy here upon this earth ought 
to be immersed into the one 
transcending, God-occupying task 
of persuading men to be recon- 
ciled to God through the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


I. The Terror of the Lord 


1. First of All, There Is the Ter- 
ror of the Lord Because of His 
Sovereignty, Because of the Sov- 
ereignty of God. 

Let me read you some verses 
eof Scripture. “Who is like unto 
thee, O Lord, among the gods? 
who is like thee, glorious in holi- 
ness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders?” (Exod. 15:11). “God 
hath spoken once, twice have I 
heard this; that power belongeth 
unto God’ (Psalm 62:11). I do 
not know howyou feel about it, 
but when the gainsayers of this 
day and time, the so-called phil- 
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osophers, begin. to try to de 
throme God, I run as fast as i 
can back te my Bible to hear 
what God has to say about Him- 
self.“ The terror of the Lord is 
based fundamentally on His sov- 
ereignty. Here is what I am 
talking about:.I used to practice 
law. It is easy for me to under- 


stand why sin has to be pun- 
ished. Listen to the legal end 
of it. If there is a government 


in Ft. Wayne, Indiana—that gov- 
ernment must punish crime 
against that city or abdicate. If 
there is a government in the 
state of Indiana, and there is, and 
someone commits a crime against 
that government, every power and 
authority of the commonwealth 
of Indiana must go into motion 
to punish the perpetrator of that 
particular crime. If there is a 
government in the United, States 
of America and a person commits 
a crime, a sin, against that gov- 
ernment, the Federal Govern- 
ment, the United States of Ameri- 
ca must, by the very fact that it 
has sovereign authority, by the 
vey fact of its existence, punish 
crime against its sovereignty. If 
God is righteous, and He is; if 
God is holy, and He is; if God is 
just, and He is; if God has passed 
laws, and He has; then I say to 
you that by the very fact of His 
existence He must punish the 
criminal who sins against His 
sovereign rights. When these 
scoffers begin to beat on my 
heart and soul with their sugges- 
tion about the smallness of God 
and the greatness of men, there is 
a hittle song that rises in my 
heart based on God’s Holy Reve- 
lation. When these scoffers shall 
have disappeared in the bottom- 
less pit of a Devil's Hell, the Lord 
God will still reign sovereign over 
all the earth. When all of their 
philosophies ahd all of their books 
and all of their discoveries and 
all of their so-called science will 
have vanished into the lim of 
forgotten things, God will still 
be sitting on the throne of His 
glory ruling the universe from 
eternity throughout an_ endless 
eternity. The sovereignty of God 
adds weight to the terror of the 
Lord. Just think of what it will 
mean for an unsaved soul to 
stand before the sovereign God 
when that unsaved soul dishon- 
ored God by its very existence 
here upon this earth. 


2. The Second Thing That Adds 
to the Terror of the Lord Is His 
Holiness. 

I read it to you. I read to you 
a minute ago from the Scriptures 
that God is holy, without spot, 
without stain, without blemish, 
without blot. Just think of what 
it meant for that mighty man, 
Isaiah, to see the Lord in the 
beauty of His holiness, His train 
filling the temple and how he 
cried, “Woe is med for I am un- 
done; because I-am a man of un- 
clean lips, and I dwell im the 
midst of a people of unclean lips’”’ 
(Isa. 6:5). His holiness adds to 
the terror of the Lord. I said to 
you a minute ago and I say to you 
again: His righteousness, His per- 
fection will merely add to the 
burden and the weight, the mill- 
stone about the neck of the sin- 
ner who persists in disbelieving 
Christ, in denying the sovereign 
rights of God and taking the mer- 
cies that God has bestowed upon 
that sinner and using them for 
the Devil. 


8. The Third Thing That Adds 
to the Terror of the Lord Is Not 
Only His Holiness But His Hatred 
for Sin. 

You must remember how terri- 
bly God hates sin. Let me read 
to you a verse or two out of Ged’s 
Word concerning His hatred of 
sin. “Thou art of purer eyes than 
to behold evil, and canst not look 
on iniquity . . . Hab. 1:13). 
“For the wrath of God is revealed 
from he@Vven against all ungodli- 
ness and unrighteousness of men, 
who hold the truth in unrighteous- 
ness” (Rom. 3:18). “The wrath 
of God is revealed from heaven’ 
—not the wrath of men. When 
a man commits a crime against 
a city and the city authorities go 
after him, he is in a-bad fkx. 
When he commits a crime against 
a state and the state authorities 
are on his trail, he is in a bad 
fix. When he commits a crime 
against the Federal Government 
and the F. B. L gets its bleod- 
hounds after him, it is hard for 
that man to get away. The gov- 


—_ 


ernment of the United States of 
America has been injured. Just 
think of what it means for the 
wrath of Goc to be _ revealed 
against a simmer. There may be 
some of you like that in this con- 
gregation. The Lord gave us 
some souls last night. But just 
think of the multiplied millions all 
about us without God and without 
Christ. It were better for a sin- 
ner to go down to a drug store, 
get a bottle of carbolic acid, take 
the stopper out and drink it than 
to go on in sin. It would be in- 
finitely better for such a sinner 
to come down to Texas, take a 
Texas Ranger’s six gun, put it to 
his temple, pull the trigger and 
blow his brains out than to go on 
in sin facing the inevitable, ineé- 
capable wrath of God. 

Where will you hide from God? 
Where will you run from God? A 
man can commit a crime in Fort 


Wayne, Indiana, go to Chicago 
and lose himseli and never be 
caught. A man can kill a half 
dozen people in Chicago, move 


from the North Side to the South 
Side, and never be caught. But 
where will you flee from God? 
If you take the wings of the 
morning and go to the ends of the 
earth, when God’s wrath over- 
takes you, you will stand before 
God, and so will these lost souls, 
to give an accounting of _ the 
things done in the flesh, whether 
they be good or whether they be 
evil. Why, if you give your body 
to be burned to death and scatter 


the ashes to the four winds of the 


universe, when your time comes 
to stand facing the wrath of God, 
the mighty power of God will 
bring the ashes together and body 
and soul will stand facing your 
destiny, your doom, the inevitable 
decree of God that the wages of 
sin. is death, that the soul that 
sinneth it shall die. 

4. The Judgment of God. 

Then, my friends, there is an- 
another thing that adds to the 
terror of the Lord—not only His 
sovereignty, not only His_holi- 
ness, not only His hatred of sin, 
but what about His judgment? 


“We shall all stand before the 
judgment seat of Christ. For it 
is written, As I live, saith the 


Lord, every Knee shall bow to me, 
and every tongue shall confess to 
God. So then every one of us 
shall give account of himself to 
God” (Rom. 14:10-12). Listen: 
“And I beheld when he had op- 
ened the sixth seal, and, lo, there 
was a great earthquake; and the 
sun became black as sackcloth of 
hair, and the moon became as 
blood; And the stars of heaven 
fell unto the earth, even as a fig 
tree casteth her untimely figs, 
when she is shaken of a mighty 
wind. And the heaven departed 
as a scroll when it is rolled to- 
gether; and every mountain and 
island were moved out of their 
places. And the kings of _ the 
earth, and the great men, and 
the rich men, and the chief cap- 
tains, and the mighty men, and 
every bondman, and every free 
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man, hid themselves in the dens 
and in the rocks of the moun- 
tains; And said to the mountains 
and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us 
from the face of him that sitteth 
on the throne, and from the wrath 
of the Lamb: For the great day 


of his. wrath is come; and who 
shall able to stand?” (Rev. 6: 
12-17). I preached a sermon on 


that text one time and called it 
“The Sinners’ Prayer Meeting.’ 
And it will be a prayer meeting. 
There will be more people at that 
prayer meeting than perhaps in 
all the prayer meetings put to- 
gether that have been held on 
earth. There will be, more people 
praying at the same time at that 
prayer meeting than perhaps in 
all the prayer meetings that will 
have been held here upon this 
earth. But alas and alack, it will 
be to no avail,because even if the 
mountains and rocks were to fall 
upon these accursed lost souls, it 
would not do them a bit of good. 

Just-think of what it means to 
my poor soul, and I know what 
it means to your soul, to go up 
and down the streets and high- 
ways and byways of our cities 
and towns and villages and ham- 
lets and country places and plead 
and beg and beseech these people 
to come to church, to hear the 
gospel. They will not do it. Oh, 
my soul! There is a day coming 
when they will hear the gospel. 
But it will be too late. You say, 
“You seem to gloat over them, 
preacher.” No, my friends, I 
would, rather die for them than 
gloat over them. But the fact 
still remains that they are .going 
to face God at the judgment, the 
righteous God. 


I am not proud of this; I am 
just using it by way of illustra- 
tion. Pray for me—the Lord has 
forgiven me a long time ago. 1 
tried many, many cases in the 
courts of Illinois and Indiana. 
Hear me; I have many a cancelled 
check, some of them are among 
my effects in my Chicago home 
unless my parents have thrown 
them out, by which I paid jury- 
men and witnesses and State’s at- 
torneys, perverting justice, buy- 
ing verdicts, buying judgment, or 
misjudgment would be the better 
word for it. But you cannot buy 
the judgment of God; you cannot 
buy the justice of God. He plays 
no favorites. The great major- 
ity of criminals in America are 
never arrested.» Great numbers 
of criminals in America who are 
arrested are never brought to jus- 
tice. Mighty few numbers of 
those who are brought to justice 
are ever sentenced, because nei- 
ther judge nor the jury nor the 
prosecutor nor the witnesses can 
know all the facts in the case. 
But it is not that way with God. 
When an unsaved soul stands be- 
fore the great white throne, the 
record of that unsaved soul's sins 
will be brazened out across the 
horizon of Heaven so that angels 


and men and demons will see the | 


wickedness of the wicked who die 
without salvation. 

5. The Hell That Awaits the 
Sinner. 

Then, my friends, the last thing 
that adds to the terror of the 
Lord is not only His sovereignty, 


not only His holiness, not only }} 


His hatred of sin, not only His 
judgment, but what about the 
Hell, the inescapable Hell that is 
awaiting those who persist in the 
evil of their way? Listen, do no 
go away from here and teach and 
preach the mistake that is almost 
blasphemous, that is surely irrev- 
erent, that is not spiritual or 
Seriptural. I have heard preach- 
ers say, and like a fool I repeated 
it after them, that God never sent 
any man to Hell. It is not true. 
It is not Scriptural. Every soul 
that is in Hell, God sent there. 
That is what hurts. You say, 
“Where does the Bible say that?’’ 
In Matthew 25:41 is one place. 
There Jesus says, “Depart from 
me, ye cursed, inte everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels.” 

\Do not tell me that the sinner 
sends himself to Hell. You might 
as well say the criminal sends 
himself to the penitentiary. Do 
mot say that the Devil sends a 
sinner to Hell. The Devil has no 
Such authority. The thing that 
hurts, the thing that is an ache 
in my soul and a burden ih my 
life is that this same Jesus who 
died for men will have to damn 
them into Hell. Oh, the awful- 
ness of that thought! Hear me, 
my friends: the same blood that 
washed away my sins will damn

te sinner in his sins. The same 
blood that put wings to my soul 
to take me to Heaven will be a 
millstone about. the sinner’s 
throat to drag him down into a 
Devil's Hell. The terror of the 
Lord! I thank God that that is 
not all there is to this wonderful 
chapter of Scripture.

Without saying a word, without 
giving the woman 4 chance to 
retract, without giving her a 
second to think otherwise, Mrs. 
Whitmore, that sweet, clean, re- 
fined Christian woman, bent down 
and kissed the lips of the derelict 
as hard as she Gould and said, ‘I 
do love you and God loves you, 
too.” The woman began to clasp 
her hands and started for the 
door. Mrs. Whitmore said, “No, 
God is not that way; God is up 
yonder by the altar.” And with 
that kiss she led her to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Yes, a little girl came toechurch 
one day. A window in the church 
was being repaired. The window 
had a cross on it. The girl had 
seen that cross many, many times; 
but this time the window was just 
a little lopsided and it looked like 
an X. When they got home, the 
little girl said to her mother, 
“Mama, I know what the cross 
means now. I saw it in the church 
this morning.” 

“What does 
mother asked. 

“It’s God’s kiss,” the little girl 
gaid. 

Do you know what an X at the 
bottom of a letter means? That 
is about the only kisses that lI 
get from my wife and from my 
children. They mean an awful 
lot but they do not mean as much 
as that kiss from God in the 
blood of Jesus Christ on the cross 
of Catvary. Yes, the love of God 
is something with which we can 
draw men and women to God. 

2° Persuade Men by the Blood 

“Wel. 
When tes blood of Christ. Hear 
me, my friends! I want to open 
mv heart and talk to you tonight. 
Some of my kinfolks died in 
Europe—Appelmans, bloed of my 
blood, bone of my bone, flesh of 
mv flesh. My grandmother and 
grandfather, brethren, starved to 
death in Russia. My grandfather 
owned a lumber mill. When the 
Bolscheviki came into town—he 
was not a Bolschevik—they took 
his mill away. He was too old to 
work. We sent them money. The 
Bolscheviki confiscated it. And he 
died. Did you know that six 
million Jews died in Europe in ten 
or twelve years, six million of 
my people? And the Devil stands 
right here in this pulpit—you can- 
not see him, but I can. You can- 
not smell him—he may be 4 
little too far. from you—but I 
can. You cannot hear him—or I 
think maybe you can. He says to 
me “Preacher, you are crazy; God 
isn't love. If there is a God and 
He is love, why did six million 
Jews have to die? Why do we 
have wars? Why did three hun- 
dred thousand American men and 
boys have to die in this terrible 
World War II? Why did so many 
million people since 1933 have to 
die under the Nazi and Japanese 
boot heels? God, if there is a 
God, certainly is not a God of 
love,’ Satan says to me, or “He 
would not permit all this trouble, 
He would not permit these hos- 
pitals full of veterans, some blind, 
some crippled, some maimed for 
life, some begrudging every 
minute they live, praying for 
death to release them.” The Devil 
says God is not love. Just about 
the time he reaches to where my 
heart is I get away from him for 
a minute. I close my eyes and 
think of Calvary. I stand there 
in the shadow of that cross.

you? With all my heart I believe 
He had all the power in the 
world in His hands. I believe He 
could have done just as much in

I remember 
His living those circumscribed, 
peasant, work-filled years in the 
far off place of Nazareth, back 
yonder in Galilee of the Gentiles, 
the place that to this day is 
anathema among the Jews. I re- 
member His starting His ministry. 
I remember the sleepless nights 
that He spent, and the work-filled 
days. I remember the blood sweat 
of Gethsemane. 

Have you ever seen a man 
roped? Ihave. I was raised near 
the police station in a Russian city. 
I have climbed up into the garfret 
and looked down in aé_ée child’s 
morbid curiosity and séen that 
Russian burly policeman scourge 
a man’s back. I have seen the 
man twist and turn and scream 
like a woman or a child. [I have 
seen them fall in a dead faint 
across that post, strong men, 
husky men, huskier than any of 
us in this crowd. I remember 
that Jesus submitted His back to 
the scourge of Pilate’s judgment 
hall. I remember how He bore His 
cross when He did not have to do 
it. I remember how they stretched 
Him on the tree and nailed Him 
to the cross when there was not 
enough power on earth or in Hell 
to make Him take one step if He 
did not want to take it. I stand 
in front of the center of that 
cross with my eyes closed, with 
my heart wide open, and I can hear 
the dripping, dripping, dripping 
and then the gushing of that blood; 
and it will take more than the 
Devil has to make me doubt the 
love of God! He just cannot do 
it! 

I told you that one reason Jesus 
died on the cross was to show 
God’s heart reaching out to us. 
I will tell you another reason. He 
knew I was going to come along. 
He knew I did not have much of 
a mind. He knew I did not have 
much of a heart. He knew I would 
be too fat, too plain, too ugly, too 
mean. God says, “I love you.” 
Words, words —just words. God 
says, “I do not want to send you 
to Hell.” Words, words—some 
more words! God says, “I want 
to take you to Heaven.” Words, 
words, words! Then God nailed 
His Son to the cross and gave 
me something to hold on to. Then 
I believe God! I must have some- 
thing to hold on to; and, thank 
God, there is the cross to hang on 
to! It is physical, it is as physical 
as this pulpit. There is not any- 
body in the world who can deny 
the fact that Jesus died on the 
cross. He is the Son of God, and 
by the blood of the cross we per- 
suade men to be reconciled to God 
through the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3. Plead With Men by the. Bliss 
of Heaven. 

Then, my friends, we persuade 
men to be*reconciled to God 
through Christ, not only by the 
love of God, not only by the blood 
of the cross, but by the bliss of 
Heaven. “In my Father’s house,” 
said Jesus, “are many mansions: 
if it were not so, I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also” 
(John 14:2, 3). 

Listen, Ft. Wayne people; I want 
to tell you -a story about Ft. 


Wayne. A farmer man lived out- 
side of Ft. Wayne. I wish I knew 
who he is. I would give him a set 


of my books to say, “Thank you, 
brother.” 

I was converted in 1925. My 
people turned their backs on me. I 
had no place to go. I had never 
done anything except to sell 
papers when I was a child, just to 
pe doing something. I had never 
done anything except practice law 
and teach. I did not know which 
way to turn. The bottom dropped 
out of everything. I enlisted in the 
Army. They sent me to Walter 


Reed Hospital in Washington, D. C. 


I stayed there three years, and 
got to be a Staff Sergeant in the 
Medical Corps. That was in 1928, 
and I had been away from home 
for almost four years. I hadn't 
seen my daddy, hadn’t seen my 
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so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him _ should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16) is a perfect ex- 
ample of that fact. “God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world un- 
to himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them; ... for he 
hath made him to be sin for us, 
who knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in him” (II Cor. 5:19, 21) is an- 
other example of the Gospel in 
a nutshell. “Multum in parvo” is 
to be found beautifully in I Peter 
2:24: “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed. 


The Scripture presented at the 
beginning of this message can 


truly be called “The Very Heart 


of the Gospel” for it contains 
those simple and _ salient facts 
which God declares constitute the 
Gospel. Paul verifies his state- 
ments with the phrase “accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” When 
such subjects as “Sin,” “Salva- 
tion,” “the Saviour,” or “the Gos- 
pel” are to be conSidered, it is 
absolutely immaterial what poets, 
or philosophers, or scientists, or 
even the theologians think or say; 
in fact, it matters little what 
Paul might have thought, but it 
does matter “What saith the 
Scripttres?” Is it a “Thus saith 
the Lord’? 

According To The Scriptures: 


I. Christ Died for Our Sins 

It is not a difficult matter for 
anyone who knows his Bible to 
answer the question: “To what 
Scriptures does Paul refer?” He 
could refer to none other than 
the Old Testament for very. lit- 
tle of the New Testament had 
been written when Paul wrote 
this letter to the Corinthian 
Church. Time and again in the 
Old Testament, God is trying to 
Say that He is going to send His 
Son to die for the world’s sins. 
Isaiah fifty-three and Psalm 
twenty-two are two of the clear- 
est chapters on this subject. In 
the death of the Lord Jesus 
Christ twenty-five prophecies 
were fulfilled, nine while He hung 
‘upon the cross. 

According to the Scriptures, 
the death of the Lord Jesus Christ 
was an act of His own will. The 
cross is an eternal theme; it was 
purposed from all eternity... He 
was “the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of* the world” (Rev. 
13:8). It was not. an after- 
thought with God, following the 
entrance of sin into the world; it 
was an eternal forethought. It 
Was determined in the eternal 
counsels of the Holy Trinity be- 
fore the Spirit of God brooded 
over the face of the waters: be- 
fore the heavens arid the earth 
were created; yes, even before the

I skidded on the road, 
and into a corn patch, and out of 
the corn patch, with the front 
wheels on the road but the. back 
wheels stuck. I tried every way 
I could think of to get out of 
there. I was in my uniform. I 
got out and got the farmer out 
of the house — it must have been 
eleven or after. He said, “What's 
the matter?” 

I said, “I’m stuck.” 

He said, “Well, I can help you.” 
He got a team, got a trace chain, 
and pulled me out. 

I said, “Mister, I'd like to pay 
you for this. I’m not broke. I 
just got my discharge money.” 

He said, “You can’t pay me for 
this, just a neighborly -act.” 

I ‘said, “Thank you, brother,”

morning stars sang together. The 
cross was a surprise to Satan, 
but not to God. By His divine 
omniscience He knows the end of 
everything from the very begin- 
ning. The human race was cre- 
ated to live, but it dies because 
sin entered into the world; Christ 
was born to die in order that by 
His death He might take our sins 
and give us eternal life. 

“Therefore doth my Father love 
me, because I lay down my life, 
that I might take it again. No 
man taketh it from me, but I lay 
it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power 
to take it again” (John 10:17, 
18). “Jesus, when he had cried 
again with’ a loud voice, yielded 
up the ghost;’” (literally, “dis- 
missed his spirit’) (Matt. 27:50). 
His going away was as voluntary 
as His coming. 

According to the Scriptures, 
His death was the paying of a 
ransom. A ransom is a price 
paid for freedom. Sin is a slave 
market; the human race was sold 
to Satan; the Lord Jesus Christ 
ransomed us with His own blood. 

Jesus paid it all, 

All to Him I owe; 
Sin had left a crimson stain, 
He washec. it white as snow. 

On an afternoon in early May, 
in 1843, in the presence of a 
dense mass of humanity that 
swarmed about the auction block, 
a slave auction that stirred the 
land took place, and a staggering- 
ly high price was paid for a slave 
girl. The wealth and culture of 
the Blue Grass were there—ladies 
and gentlemen from Cincinnati; 
Louisville, Frankfort, and as far 
south as New Orleans. 

That day, with the public square 
filled to overflowing with men 
and women in fashionable attire, 
two persons stood on the auction 
block. One was the auctioneer in 
a long, hammer-tail coat, plaid 
vest, and calfskin boots, with a 
white beaver hat on the back of 
his head. The other was a beau- 
tiful young girl with dark lus- 
trous eyes, Straight black hair, 
and a rich olive complexion, only 
one-sixty-fourth African. For 
more than a week, lest she should 
escape she had been confirmed in 
a filthy, crowded, vermin-infested 
slave-pen with maimed and twist- 
ed pieces of black humanity. And 
now, on the auction day, she 
stood trembling and _ disheveled, 
staring with wide, frightened eyes 
into the upturned faces of the 
curious throng. 

The bidding started at $250, 
rising rapidly by twenty-fives and 
fifties to a thousand dollars. 
When twelve hundred was reach- 
ed, only two bidders remained in 
the field—Calvin Fairbank, a 
young minister who had just re- 
cently come to town, and a short, 
thick-necked, beady-eyed French- 
man from New Orleans. After 
many frenzied appeals for bids, 


during which time the auctioneer 

laid bare her beautiful body, Calvin 

Fairbank bought her for $1,485. 
“You got her cheap, sir,” said 


the auctioneer’ to Fairbank. 
“What are you going to do with 
her ?”’ 

“Free her!” cried Fairbank. 


And that same day ‘free papers” 
were made out for the young 
woman one-sixty-fourth African. 

But a greater scene was that 
when, in view of scoffing earth, 
in view of deriding Hell, in view 
of worshiping Heaven, Jesus 
Christ, “who knew no sin,” was 
made sin for us (II Cor. 5:21). 
Becoming for us all that God 
must judge, He bore our sins in 
His own body on the tree, paid

the price that bought us out of 
the slave markets of sin. And we 
were not’ just  one-sixty*fourth 
black and evil, but wholly evil, 
woefully deranged, miserable, fet- 
ter-bound, utterly black in sin— 
utterly undeserving. And nobody 
in earth or Hell or Heaven could, 
or can, say that the price He paid 
for our redemption was a cheap 
price. “Forasmuch as ye know 
that ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversa- 
tion received by tradition from 
your fathers; But with the preci- 
ous blood of Christ, as a lamb 
without blemish and without spot: 
Who verily was foreordained. be- 
fore the foundation of the world, 
but was manifested in these last 
times for you” (I Peter 1:18-20). 

According to the Scriptures, 
His death was a substitution—a 
word not to be found in’ ,either 
the New Testament or the Old 
Testament, but an idea that dom- 
inates both. It means “one in 
the place of another.” 


Upon a life I did not live, 
Upon a death I did not die,

Christ became the Son of man 
to die that we might become the 
children .of God; He became sin 
that we might be made the 
righteousness of God; He became 
exceedingly sorrowful and now 
we may have exceeding great joy;

taker of our human nature to die 


that we might become partakers 
of the divine nature; He became 
weary but we may now. have 
rest; He became a companion of 
publicans and sinners and now we 
may know the companionship of 
God; He was born in a manger 
and now we may live in a man- 
sion; He who was homeless pro- 
vided the way by which we may 
have eternal habitations; He was 
condemned for us but through 
His blood we may be free from 
condemnation, 

Christ became a servant, but 
we who are saved are made kings 
and priests unto God; He -bore 
our chaStisement and now we have 
péace with God; He was wound- 
ed for our transgressions and we 
have eternal forgiveness; He bore 
our stripes in His own body on 
the tree and by His stripes we 
are healed; He was stripped, but 
we are clothed; He was cut off, 
but He has brought us nigh; He 
was made a curse, but by His 
death we may receive the bless- 
ing of salvation; He was forsak- 
en, but He will never leave us 
nor forsake us; He entered the 
realm of darkness, but has trans- 
lated us into the kingdom of 
light; He was silent, but now we 
Speak His praise; He was hum-

II. Christ Was Buried 

Wuy uid tney wury Jesus!’ Be- 
cause He was dead. The cen- 
turion knew He died; Pilate knew 
it; when the Roman soldiers per- 
jured themselves and accepted 
bribes, they knew He had died; 
Joseph of Arimathea and Nico- 
demus had no doubt about His 
death; all of the apostles and the 
women were certain that He 
died. 

Modern, ungodly unregenerat- 
ed critics have lately ‘“discov- 
ered” that He did not die. Some 
of them say that Jesus did not 
really die on the cross but that 
He swooned and fell into a death- 
like stupor; in the coolness of the 
tomb He revived and His friends 
nursed Him back to life. An- 
other group says that the whole 
matter of the resurrection was a 
fraud; that His friends, especially 
Joseph and Nicodemus, removed 
His body and the rumors spread 
among His friends that He had 
risen; or that Joseph was afraid 
that a crucified body would de- 
file his new tomb, and so he re- 
moved it quietly. Still others 
theorize that after their return 
to the familiar places in Galilee, 
the followers lived over their for- 
mer life with Jesus; this led to 
mental hallucinations, which ex- 
citable people like Peter and Mary 
Magdalene objectified and mate- 
rialized to such an extent that 
they believed they had seen the 
body of Jesus. 

Hinduism cremates bodies but 
Judaism always has buried. In 
an oriental country, decomposi- 
tion quickly begins, so it was 
necessary to lay the body away 
soon. Furthermore the Jewish 
Sabbath began at six o'clock and 
the bodies had to be buried before 
that began. 

However, the chief reason for 
the burial was that it might be 
“according to the Scriptures.” 
“And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his 
death” (Isa. 53:9). 

The Apostles’ Creed is correct 
when it says, “He was crucified, 
dead and buried.” 

Mary of Bethany alone seemed 
to know that His was an incor- 
ruptible body for she brought her 
gift for Jesus’ body while He was 
still alive. Hear Jesus say, “For 
that she hath poured this oint- 
ment on my body, she did it for 
my burial’ (Matt. 26:12). 

Ill. Christ Rose Again the 

Third Day 

Christ’s death on the cross 
cancelled the debt of sin; the 
resurrection of Christ is God's 
sign that the debt is cancelled. 

The writer is no authority on 
the laws of evidence, but there 
are those who are, and who tes- 
tify that the bodily. resurrection 
of Jesus Christ has as much proof 
in its support and is as well au- 
thenticated as any fact in human 
history—proof that would be ad- 
mitted in any court of justice, 
proof upon which any fair-minded 
jury would render a verdict that 
it did occur. . 

The resurrection is a pungent 
proof of Christ’s deity. He had 
declared. to scribes and pharisees, 
“Destroy this temple, and in three 
day I will raise it up ... Me 
spake of the temple of his body” 
(John 2:19-21). What if He had 
not risen! “From that time forth 
began Jesus to show unto his dis- 


they rightly

ciples, how that he must go unto 
Jerusalem, and suffer many 
things . . . and be kiiled, and be 
raised again the third day” (Matt. 
16:21). What would you think 
of His deity if His body were 
stil mouldering in the rock-ribbed 
Syrian tomb? What if He. haa 
not taken His life again after he 
had declared, “I have power to 
lay it down and I have power to 
take it again?’ No one would 
have ever credited that or any 
other statement that He made. 


The resurrection seis the sea! 
on al] miracles, If Jesus rose not, 
then not only are all = reporcea 
miracles questionable, but’ the 
Bible is a discredited, worchles. 
book, not worth the paper upon 
which it is printed; if He rose, 
then there need be no quibbling 
about the lesser miracles ol 
Jonah, the flood, the ten plagues 
of Egypt, the dividing of the Reu 


sea, nor even the raising oi 
Lazarus, which was Christ's 
crowninge miracle. 

The resurrection is the chiei 


cornerstone of Chrisviaiucy. ‘ahi 
supreme test is: Did the Lord 
Jesus Christ rise from the grave: 
If He arose, all His words and 
deeds are authentic and creéaibie; 
if He rose not, Christ.anity col- 
lapses like an old ramshackle 
building that is dynamited. Th.. 
resurrection is not an intuition oi 
the human race; it is a fact back 
ed by a great body of historical) 
data and testimony of a multitude 
of eye-witnesses. 


Among the many indisputable 
proofs are: first, “He showed 
himself alive after his passion by 
many infallible proofs, being seen 
of them forty days” (Acts 1:3), 
and it might be added at least ten 
times by from one to more than 
five hundred people each time; 
secondly, the undisturbed grave- 
clothes is a stumbling stone in the 
critics’ camp which they have 
never been able to remove; third- 
ly, the changed disciples is a 
mighty evidence in verifying the 
resurrection, for when a compari- 
son of these disciples from cruci- 
fixion day to the resurrection is 


made with the same disciples of 


the ascension, Pentecost and the 
days succeeding, it can readily be 
seen that they were changed men, 
ready to dare and to die for Him 
who died for them, rose again 
and went back to heaven; fourth- 
ly, every born-again child of God 
is proof that He arose! 


IV. Christ Is Coming 

If the frequency of the mention 
of a doctrine is an indicator of its 
importance, then the coming of 
Christ is very important for it 
is mentioned 318 times in the 260 
New Testament chapters. One of 
every twenty-five verses in the 
New Testament refers to His 
coming. There is five times as 
much Scripture concerning His 
second coming as His first coming. 

The Bible foretells three great 
outstanding events in history, viz., 
the First Coming of Christ, Pente- 
cost and the Second Coming of 
Christ. The first two were ful- 
filled at the appointed times and 
acocrding to every minute detail 
of the prophecies. If God has 
fulfilled His Word regarding the 
first two events, is it incredible to 
suppose~ that He will keep His 
Worg regarding the third? 

The last promise of the Bible 
is, “Surely I come quickly”; the 
last prayer, “Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus” (Rev. 22:20). D. L. Moody 
once said, “Since I believe in the 
Lord’s coming and am looking for 
Him, I feel like working three 
times as hard; I know of no better 
way to wake up a dead church 
than to get it to look for the 


‘Lord’s coming.” 


The second coming of Christ is 
a drama of two acts with an inter- 
mission between them. “Looking 
for that blessed hope” -(Titus 2: 
13a) is the first act; “And the 
glorious appearing of our great 
God and Saviour Jesus Christ” 
(Titus 2:13b) is the second act. 

In the first act, Christ will come 
to rapture all the saints for “the 
dead in Christ shall rise first; then 
we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord” (I Thess. 
4:16, 17). This return will be 
personal, for it will be “the Lord 
Himself” (I Thess. 4:16); it will 
be bodily, for “this same Jesus... 
shall so come in like manner as 
ye have seen him go into heaven” 
(Acts 1:11); it will be sudden, for 


it will be “in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye” (I Cor. 
15:51), 

The intermission between the 


two acts is the Creat Tribulation 


of at least seven years less the 


shortening of those days, when 
the Antichrist will have his day. 
That day for him will end in the 
pit of the abyss with his false 
prophet and with Satan in chains. 

In the second act of the drama, 
Christ returns with His saints to 
reign ‘upon the earth for a 
thousang years. “Every eye shall 
see him; and they also which 
pierced him: and all the kindreds 
of the earth shall wail because of 


him” (Rev. 1:7). The earth will 
enjoy a thousand years without 
a devil. 


Every knee shall bow; righteous- 
ness shall cover the earth, peace 
nall prevail for ‘“‘They shall beat 
their spears into pruningheoks; 
nation shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war anymore” (Isa. 2:4). 

The Jews, the people of restless 
feet, who have been hounded over 
the face of the earth, wanted by 
none, tolerated by few, abused by 
many, shal] see all promises made 
Lo them fulfilled. 

Yes, Jesus is coming—-He said 
so, Gog the Father said the same, 
the Holy Spirit testified to the 
fact, the “two men” said He would 
come in like manner as He went, 
every gospel writer said He will 
come, and the writer believes it 
with all his heart. “Every man 
that hath this hope in him puri- 
fieth himself, even as He is pure” 
(I John 3:3). 

My friends, this is the grand 
and glorious Gospel: Christ died, 
Christ buried, Christ risen, Christ 
coming again. Do you believe it? 
Remember, there is only one way 
to be saved,.viz., “repentance to- 
ward God and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ.’’ How will I get 
that faith? “Faith cometh by hear- 
ing the Word of God” (Rom. 10: 
17). You have heard it, do you now 
believe 
your Saviour, 
King ?

The saved in Heaven are deeply 
concerned about the race we run 
here on earth. The millions of 
angels who are our guardians and 
ministering spirits, come and go 
constantly between earth and 
Heaven, as Jacob saw them in his 
dream. The rejoicing in_ the 
presence of the angels of God over 
Jone sinner that repents (Luke 
15:7, 10) is shared by the saints 
of glory. Heaven is concerned 
about soul winning. The love with 
which “God so loved the world,” 
is shared by every redeemed soul 
in Heaven. The concern of Christ, 
the tender compassion of Him who 
poured out His soul unto death, 
the great love of the Saviour who 
is the Advocate and High Priest 
of every believer, are shared by 
the saved who are spiritually in 
the likeness of Christ. We know, 
then, that soul winning must be 
the chief concern of people in 
Heaven. 


What People Think About 
in Hell 


In Hell, too, people see things 
as they are; they face eternal 
verities. And that being true, 


people in’ Hell are concerned 
about soul winning. 

The rich man in Hell died as he 
had lived, an unrepentant sinner. 
He did not love God when he lived, 
and he did not love God after he 
died. People do not repent in 
Hell. People are not good in Hell. 
As the tree when cut falls in the 
direction it leans, so men in Hell 
are still the same kind of men 
that they were when they lived. 
God's mercy is withdrawn and 
good influences are absent, but the 
wicked, rebellious, sin-loving, 
Christ-rejecting soul of the sinner 
is still the same. 

The rich man when he lived 
loved his five brothers. When he 
died he still loved his five brothers. 
He evidently led them in sin while 
he lived. Now that he is in Hell, 
he does not want them to “come 
into this place of torment,” and 
he knows that unless they repent 
they ought to come and must come 
to the same torment and doom 
which had unexpectedly fallen 
upon him. Men see clearer in 
Hell than they do on earth. The 
rich man when he lived did not 
expect to go to Hell when he died, 
he did not see his own danger.’ 
But now that he is in Hell, he 
knows why he is there, and he is 
desperately afraid for his unsaved 
brothers who are not concerned 
about themselves! 

The rich man in Hell had two 
concerns. First, he was concerned 
to know if there was some way to 
alleviate the awful torment 
brought on by his sin. Second, 
even his own torment could not 
drown the cries of his scourging 
conscience. He felt accountable 
for his brothers, and begged that 
they might be saved. We suppose 
that in Heaven there are twe con- 
cerns; first, the ynceasing joy and ; 
glory of a blessed salvation in the 
presence of Christ and the Father; 
and second, an interest in the sal- 
vation of men on this earth. And 
so in Hell, we suppose there are 
two concerns: first, the awful 
realization and torments of the

wages of sin; and second, a con- 
cern about those left behind on 
this earth. It becomes clear to 
the prayerful student of this 
account by Jesus in Luke 16:19-31, 
that soul winning is a principal 
concern of those in Heaven and 
those in Hell! 


Brothers! What a Tender 
Tie! 

It is a part of the goodness and 
wisdom of God that children grow 
up in families. While beasts of 
the field are independent and self- 
sustaining for a few days or a 
few weeks after they are born, 
God planned that children should 
be under the nurture and care of 
parents for many, many years. 
Evolutionists are silly, illogical 
and blind when they say that mar- 
riage and the family are a-product 
of evolution. No, marriage and 
the family are divine institutions! 
God gives time for the love and 
associations of father, mother, 
brothers and sisters to have their 
impact on character. God gives 
time for the ties between brother 
and sister, father and mother and 
the child to grow strong. Those 
tender ties ought never to be 
severed. God meant the influence 
of brother on brother for good. We 
do not wonder that the rich man 


in Hell remembered his five 
brothers! 
Gog intended that always in 


good or evil we should remember 
our brothers—those of our own 


family. 

The ties of family are very 
intimate ,Very sweet, and very 
strong in lives that are _ truly 


Christian. . The Bible teaches that 
children should honor their fathers 
and mothers, and that children 
should requite or care for their 
aged parents. Among Jews, it 
was the command of God that a 
man should marry his brother's 
wife and care for his brother's 
children. Proverbs 17:17 tells us 
that “a brother is born for ad- 
versity.” 

God allowed the brother under 
Jewish law to be the avenger of 
blood for his brother, and slay 
the murderer if he could catch 
him before the guilty one reached 
the city of refuge (Num. 35:21). 

What lessons there are for us 
in the brothers of the Bible! The 
best and the worst of a man comes 
out in relation to his brother. 

Cain, the first man ever born, 
in a frenzy of hate and jealousy, 
killed his own brother. Then Cain 
lied to God, and said, ‘Am I my 
brother’s kéeper?” Cain was his 
brother’s keeper. Every man to 
whom God has given a brother is 
his brother’s keeper. Even the 
rich man in Hell realized that! 

A brother can love or hate his 
brother with a terrible intensity. 
Jacob and Esau. were brothers, 
twin brothers. Esau was born 
first, but Jacob, by trading and 
trickery got the father’s blessing, 
though God had already chosen 
to give him the birthright, and it 
would have come so much more 
happily without his sin. What 
God had promised to give him, he 
seized by scheming. Hatred flared 
up in Esau’s heart and he swore 
to kill his brother as soon as Isaac, 
their father, died. Jacob ran away 
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to the land of Padan-aram to his 
mother’s people, and was there for 
twenty years without a sight of 
his loveg ones., It is a touching 
and beautiful story in Genesis, 
chapters 32 and 33, which tell of 
his penitence, his eager efforts to 
please and win the favor of his 
brother, Esau; his al] night of 
prayer, wrestling with the angel 
of God, and then of how he and 
Esau met and hugged and kissed 
each other. Jacob said that he 
had seen his brother's face, “as 
though I had seen the face of God.” 
What sadness and bitterness when 
brother hates brother! What joy 
when they make _ reconciliation! 
What a tie is the tie of brother- 
hood, and how great is the influ- 
ence of a brother! 

Who can read the _ story =§ of 
Joseph and his brethren and not 
weep, as Joseph wept when he 
sent everyone else out of the room 
and said to the brothers, who had 
sold him into. slavery, ,“I am 
Joseph!” How he yearned over 
his baby brother, Benjamin, and 
laded his banquet plate with five 
times as much as the portion of 
the others! It is God that puts it 
into the heart of brother to love 
brother. 


Memories of Youth, Child- 

. hood, Brothers 

Abraham said gently but sternly 
to the rich man in Hell, “Son, re- 
member!” People do remember in 
Hell! I am sure that the rich man 
wished ‘he could forget, but 
memory is part of the haunting 
torment of Hell. The rich man 
did remember, and I am sure that 
in Hell today he still remembers, 
remembers, REMEMBERS! And 
memory could not go back far 
down the line, calling to mird 
opportunities wasted, sins com 
mitted, light rejected, gospel mes- 
sages scorned, without coming 
face to face with the fact of his 
five unsaved brothers. Doubtless 
it was true, and doubtless the rich 
man knew it, that the five un- 
saved brothers were impenitent 
and lost, because they followed in 
his footsteps. 

I suppose the rich Man was an 
older brother. He died first. This 
rich man had hag his own mansion, 
his own wealth, and the beggar 
“was lai@d at his gate.” But the 
five brothers are back at. their 
father’s home, and from Hell the 
rich man cried that Lazarus should 
be sent to “my father’s house; for 


I have five brethren.” This man 
in Hell was the oldest of six 
brothers, and now he faces the 


tormenting realization that he has 
led his five younger brothers in 
the ways of sin; that probably 
they, like himself, will die im- 
penitent, condemned, and spend 
eternity in Hell. 

In Hell one has plenty of time 
to remember, and the memories 
of childhood are strongest. Doubt- 
less he remembered when each 
baby brother was born. He re- 
membered their childish ways, 
their growing minds and bodies. 
These brothers had worked to- 
gether, played together, and God 
knows that they had sinned to- 
gether! 

This writer has four brothers, 
one older anc three younger than 
himself. We had a large family, 
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and we five brothers had three 
sisters. I have thanked God many 
times for my brothers and sisters. 
The funniest things I ever knew 
to happen in this world happened 
to us brothers in the home on 
the farm. Many of the tenderest 
memories I have are of those 
early cays with my brothers and 
Sisters. 1 do not get to see them 
as much as I wish I could. My 
heart longs all the time for these 
who are mine by blood. We have 
the same childhood friends. We 
have the same ideals imbibed in 
{the same home. We wept around 
the same graves, and our hearts 
have been knit together by bonds 
that ought not to be broken. 

My two youngest brothers, Joe 


and Bill, are preaching the gos- 
pel. I do not know, but I think 
it possible, nay, probable, that 


had I not preached the gospel, 
they would not have preached. 
An older brother has great influ- 
ence. I well remember when I 
wrote my brother George, when I 
was in Baylor University. I 
said, “‘Come on down to Baylor, 
George. You can room with me 
in this little attic room, for which 
I pay $4.00 a month, with no heat 
in the winter. I will help you 
through the best I can. And I 
have a girl picked out for you!’ 
So George came to Bayor Uni- 
versity and we worked our way 
through. together. I helped him 
ali I could. A man is account- 
able for his brother. Incidentally, 
he married.the girl! 


When Joe planned to get mar- 
ried and didn’t have the money, I 
felt responsible for his happiness 
and raked up a few dollars for 
the necessary expense, so that 
the boy might not delay his hap- 
piness. A brother is responsible 
for his brothers. 

But with these memories are 
ther memories which are sad.

That thought is a de- 
ception of the Devil. Brother 
will listen to a brother quicker 
than he will to an outsider. The ties 
of biood are stronger, and broth- 
ers can influence their brothers. 

To be sure we cannot influence 
our brothers if we live in hypoc- 
risy. Lot could not influence his 
own sons-in-law, but I 
you, he could not influence any- 
boy else, either. Any brother 
who takes Christ as his Saviour, 
and lives a transformed life in 
the power of the Spirit, can have 
influence over his own brothers. 

When Andrew was saved, we 
} are told in the Word of God that 
“he first findeth his own brother 
Simon, and saith unto him, We 
have found the Messias, which is, 
being interpreted, the Christ. 
And he brought him te Jesus” 
(John 1:41, 42). Old stubborn- 
hearted, loud-mouthed, blustering 
Simon Peter must have been a 
pretty hard man to influence, He 
wanted to lead, not to be led. He 
had his own opinions, and was 
quick to express them. He was 
ag old cursing fisherman. I have 
an idea that he was older than 
Andrew, though the Bible does 
not say. Certainly, he was the 
stronger character of the two. 
But when Andrew came, the first

thing after he was saved, and 
said, “We have found the Sav- 
iour,”’ he brought Simon Peter to 
Jesus right away! Oh, brothers, 
you can win your brothers in 
many cases, and I pray as I write 
these words that you will deter- 
mine to do so, by the grace of 
God. 


One Sunday morning, when I 
preached on this subject, and I 
asked how many in the audience 
had unsaved brothers, I suppose 
two-thirds of the congregation 
held up their hands. If Christians 
who read this would win their 
own brothers at any cost, what 
a revival would sweep the land! 
What rejoicing, what hallelujahs, 
what happy homes, what glory to 
Christ, if we would win our own 
brothers! 


“And Thy House” 
God clearly intends that every 
human tie shall be used in soul 


winning. Mothers should use a 
mother’s influence to win her 
children. So with the father. 


Sweethearts should win their lost 
sweethearts( though it is doubt- 
ful if Christians ought ever to 
have sweethearts who are un- 
saved. Certainly, the saved 
Should never marry the un- 
saved). The teacher should win 
her pupil, the brother should win 
his brother. - 

When the jailer came trembling 
and fell down before Paul and 
Silas, and asked them, “What 
must I do to be saved?” (Acts 
16:30), the inspired answer of the 
apostles was, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” The 
jailer was to believe, but the 
promise was not only for him, it 
was for his household! Even in 
the very act of salvation, the 
jailer was taught he must win 
his family, he must tell them the 
same story, and teach them to 
trust in Christ, as he himself had 
trusted Him. And the heart re- 
joices to read further on in the 
Same chapter how that family, 
all saved and all baptized, gath- 
ered around the table past the 
midnight hour, after Paul and 
Silas had their wounds dressed, 
and ate their belated supper. The 
jailer and his family were happy, 
“believing in God with all his 
house.” 

There once came to my Office 
in Dallas, Texas, a man from 
Fort Worth who long had been 
a Christian. When he attended 
our Bible conference in Dallas, 
he told how he had come to Dal- 
las to see a lost brother, and hap- 
pily had led him to accept. Christ. 
Now on this second trip, he told 
of the conversion of another 
brother. The second brother had 
veen away out in California, and 
the Fort Worth man, Mr. ‘Con- 
ner, began to pray for his: soul. 
He asked his Sunday School class 
to pray. On Monday night they 
had a special prayer meeting, and 
prayed that God would save Mr. 
Conner’s brother. They prayed 
late and earnestly, and God seem- 
ed to hear. The next Wednesday 
morning, jin California, the broth- 
er was strangely moved with a 
strong desire to see his loved 
ones back in Texas, and so he got 
in his car and began the trip. He 
came to Fort Worth. Now let 
Mr. Conner tell the story: 

“I got him in my car and we 
drove out on the Jacksboro high- 
way. I asked him why he came 
back to Texas, and he told me he 
just suddenly became hungry to 
see his brothers. I told him how 
I trusted the Lord, how our other 
brother had been saved, and how 
we had prayed for his soul. Then 
I took the Bible and showed him 
how to be saved, and there in my 
car, he trusted Christ and w 
drove back to Fort Worth to t 
the rest of the family.” Mr. Con- 
ner’s face beamed with joy as 
he told us the story of his broth- 
er’s salvation. 

Brother, do the same thing to- 
day! Win your brother while you 
can. See him if possible. If not, 
write him a letter. Begin to pray 
earnestly for his salvation. 

Two other worlds are concern- 
ed about sinners. “There is joy 
in the presence of the angels of 
God over one sinner that repent- 
eth, more than over ninety and 
nine just persons, which need .no 
repentance.” Heaven longs to see 
the salvation of your brothers, 
Christ longs to save them, This 
is the thing nearest His heart. 
He came to seek and to save the 
lost.
